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MEMORIAL DAY WEEKEND CLOSES WITH 
6 DEAD AMONG 69 SHOT, MANY ON WEST SIDE

Just after midnight, in one of the last shootings of the Memorial Day weekend, two 
people pulled out guns and started firing in East Garfield Park. 


The first call to police early Tuesday was 
for one person shot on Homan Avenue. Then 
a second victim. Then a third. Then someone 
walked into a hospital a few minutes later. 

In all, 27 of the 69 people hit by gunfire 
over the weekend were shot in or near the 
Harrison District, one of the city’s most vio- 
lent and one of the most heavily patrolled by 
police. 

So many people were shot there that Dep- 
uty Superintendent John Escalante promised 
Sunday to beef up patrols. Nine more people 
were shot there by early Tuesday 

The rest of the weekend shootings were 
scattered across Chicago. They happened 
as far north as West Rogers Park and north- 
west as Jefferson Park and as far south as the 
West Pullman neighborhood. The violence 


centered on the West Side, though. Seven of 
the shooting incidents on the West Side had 
more than one victim. 

While the number of shootings was up 
from last year, the number of deaths was 
down. Last year, 56 were shot over the holi- 
day weekend, 12 of whom were killed. This 
weekend, 13 more people were shot, but six 
fewer people were killed. 

There were no shooting deaths for more 
than 48 hours starting late Saturday after- 
noon through late Monday. 

The breakdown from the weekend is: 
Three people killed and 12 people wounded 
Friday afternoon through early Saturday; one 
person killed and 24 people wounded Satur- 
day evening through early Sunday; 13 people 
wounded Sunday afternoon through early 


Monday; and 16 people shot Monday into 
early Tuesday, two of them fatally 

The holiday weekend was police Super- 
intendent Eddie Johnson’s first since Mayor 
Emanuel picked the veteran cop to lead the 
embattled department in late March. 

The department sought volunteers to 
work overtime over the weekend, although 
police spokesman Anthony Guglielmi did 
not release figures on how many officers 
worked. 

Instead of hiring more cops during a city 
budget crunch, Emanuel instead has relied 
heavily on overtime to try to tamp down vio- 
lence. 

The tally doesn’t count a woman run over 
on Lake Shore Drive early Sunday Her boy- 
friend, who also was hit in traffic, told police 
they were fleeing a group of armed robbers, 
and detectives have located evidence of a 
group of men in the area. 

By Tuesday morning, the tally of those 
shot in Chicago this year was around 1,500, 
according to data compiled by the Tribune, 
with at least 250 killed. By this time last year, 


957 had been shot, with 164 killed. 

So far, shootings are up more than 50 per- 
cent this year, although the pace of increased 
violence had slowed from earlier this year, 
when Chicago was on track to see the num- 
ber of shooting victims nearly double. 

Chicago police have said the violence has 
been fueled by gang conflicts and a prolif- 
eration of guns, mixed with weak gun law 
enforcement. The department has blamed 
most of the violence on a core group of about 
1,300 people whom they have pinpointed us- 
ing data analytics. The department has called 
them “strategic subjects.” 

It can be tougher to pinpoint exactly when 
that violence can explode, with spikes that 
can spring up on any warm weekend. 

Over Mother’s Day weekend, more than 
50 people were shot, eight fatally, in the most 
violent weekend in Chicago since September. 

The 60 homicides in May outpaced those 
in each of the previous three years in Chi- 
cago, according to Tribune data. By May 30, 
2015, there had been 45 homicides, with 41 by 
the same date in 2014 and 47 in 2013.

My Block, My Hood, My City 
uses hoodies as symbols

Chicago entrepreneur Jahmal Cole sells 
sweatshirts. And he sports them often. 

But it’s not just about fashion. His mer- 
chandise sales help to fund My Block, My 
Hood, My City the nonprofit venture he 
founded to expand the worldview of Chicago 
teens from the South and West sides by 
exposing them to other neighborhoods. 

“Segregation promotes social economic 
isolation and exclusion,” Cole said. ‘A lot of 
what they think is possible is shaped by a few 
blocks.” 

He’s led a group of teens from Englewood 
to Wicker Park. A group from Humboldt 
Park visited Edgewater. 

And earlier this month, he 
took a group of kids from the 
Far South Side to a White Sox 
game in Bridgeport. 

With each group of teens and 
volunteers wearing the T-shirts 
and sweatshirts on his twice-a- 
week outings, they’ve become 
walking, talking symbols of com- 
munity interaction. 

He said he noticed how 
limited the worldview was for 
many kids when, as a volunteer 
at the Cook County Juvenile 
Detention Center, he encoun- 
tered many detainees from the 
South and West sides of the city 
who had never been downtown. 

“I told them, All you talk about is your block, 
or your hood, but not the city’ ” Cole said. 

Cole, who was homeless for a period as 
a kid, later attended college in Nebraska 
and recognized how traveling spurred his 
achievement. 

He recently won a 2016 Chicago Urban 
League Innovator Award, the latest in a list 
of honors including recognitions from Mayor 
Emanuel in 2013, former Gov Pat Quinn in 
2012 and Chicago Ideas Week in 2012. 

About 150 teens participate in the pro- 
gram, with each going on about 10 explora- 
tions a year. 


Entrepreneurship is stressed on most trips, 
with the likes of sneaker company Bucket- 
feet co-founder and CEO Raaja Nemani 
and Edgewater Workbench co-founder Ally 
Brisbin taking time to talk about their expe- 
riences in starting businesses. 

Some explorers— he works only with 
students with school attendance problems — 
learn to make the signature My Block, My 
Hood, My City shirts, which have been spot- 
ted on celebrities such as Usher. 

While the merchandise brings in about 
$50,000, Cole estimated he spent about 
$35,000 of his own money last year on the pro- 
gram. A 2013 Kickstarter campaign brought in 
roughly $10,000 to kick off the 
program. Each excursion costs 
about $1,500, he said. 

Some of the youth partici- 
pants take advantage of the op- 
portunities to open doors later. 

Noah Hackworth, 19, was 
among the first participants. 
During a trip to Greektown, 
his group visited a marketing 
firm. Hackworth was planning 
at the time to major in business 
marketing at Prairie View A&M 
University in Texas (he’s just 
finished his first year there). 

“I told the people at the 
agency ‘You’ll be seeing me 
again,’ ” he said. 

He snagged an invitation to return, where 
he shadowed execs and offered opinions on 
projects. 

On May 18, he returned to the program as a 
volunteer, accompanying a group from Baker 
College Prep to a game at U.S. Cellular Field. 

Such trips are likely to provide more 
motivation for students to succeed than even 
traditional college campus tours, said Vincent 
Gay Baker’s principal. 

“If we take them to Logan Square and 
they’re impressed and say they want to live 
there, we can say ‘Well, you know what you 
have to do,’ ” he said.

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How to approach a friend 
struggling with addiction

No one takes a class on how to talk to a friend 

in trouble. 

So when people are concerned about a fam- 
ily member or friend who might be struggling 
with an addiction, it’s sometimes difficult to 
know how to proceed. 

Is a public intervention or one- 
on-one heartfelt conversation best? 

Should you discuss your concerns 
with another mutual friend, so you 
both can approach your friend in 
need? No clear blueprint exists. 

Dr. Rachel Needle, a psycholo- 
gist with the addiction recovery 
group Freedom From Addiction, 
offered some advice for approaching a friend 
you suspect is battling addiction. 

The key she said, is to approach with em- 
pathy and compassion. And focus the conver- 
sation toward yourself with what she calls “I 
statements.” 

For example, she suggested, “I feel sad that 
I don’t get to spend as much time with you 
anymore. And I’m scared when I see you nod- 
ding off when we’re sitting at a meal at a res- 
taurant together.” 

This might be more effective than, “%u nod 


off, and I know something’s wrong with you. I 
know you’re messed up right now,” she said. 

“Think how differently that comes across,” 
Needle said. 

She said having that initial conversation 
will put stress on any relationship. ‘A friend- 
ship, it’s very hard on. It does change the dy- 
namic,” but it’s important to let 
that person know that you’ve no- 
ticed the behavior, she said. 

Often, addicts think they’re hid- 
ing their problem well. It could be 
helpful for someone who cares to 
speak up. 

We’ve seen group interventions 
on TV, but Needle said a personal 
conversation with your friend or family mem- 
ber struggling with addiction should be first. 

“I’m not saying that interventions are nev- 
er an option,” she said. But “perhaps having 
a personal conversation with somebody, as a 
first line of defense, is a better option.” 

She said you must also be prepared for the 
conversation not to lead to change or seeking 
help. 

“They still may not change,” she said. “But, 
God forbid, something happens like this and 
you didn’t say something.”

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CHICAGO COUNTRY SOUL BAND WHITNEY IS WORKING HARD, TAKING THE RIGHT ROAD TO SUCCESS

B eing on tour is one of the most rewarding and most exhausting things 
imaginable as a musician: Vou get to play music every night, but some- 
times you also have to sleep on floors, go from one city to the next and 
be away from friends and significant others, all while crammed in a van with other 
human beings. It can be physically and emotionally taxing for any group, even over 
just a couple of weeks. 


For Chicago “country soul” band Whitney, 
who have been on the road for more than a 
month and will be on tour with few breaks un- 
til at least September supporting their incred- 
ible debut album “Light Upon the Lake,” they 
know this all too well. 

Just before I interview members of the sev- 
en-piece outfit before their May 18 show in 


Grand Rapids, Mich., opening for Unknown 
Mortal Orchestra, frontman/drummer Julien 
Ehrlich tweets this from the band’s account: “I 
left all my clothes in Columbus last night and 
now I’m stuck in {this} sleeveless camo [shirt}.” 
When I meet them for beers and sandwiches 
at the city’s The Waldron Public House, he’s 
unfortunately not wearing the shirt, but he, 


along with guitarist and songwriter Max 
Kakacek, with whom he co-wrote “Light 
Upon the Lake,” is more than willing to talk 
about life on the road so far. 

“Touring’s been good. We all just love what 
we’re doing. Space in the van is tough with six 
other guys, obviously, but that’s something I 
expected,” Ehrlich explains. 

“There’s enough people in the band that 
you have your own recess from each others’ 
personalities. If you inevitably get sick of one 
person, you can talk to someone else. I feel it 
would be way harder if we were a three-person 
band,” Kakacek adds. 

This isn’t anywhere near Ehrlich’s or Ka- 
kacek’s first time on the road, either. Both 
played in the local garage-pop outfit Smith 
Westerns, while Ehrlich also drummed for 


Unknown Mortal Orchestra. As for the other 
members of the band, trumpeter Will Miller 
spent time with the O’M/s, and keyboardist 
Malcolm Brown and bassist Josiah Marshall 
cut their teeth in Touching Voids while rhythm 
guitarist Tracy “Print” Chouteau (who joined 
in January following the amicable departure 
of original member Ziyad Asrar) was in Bass 
Drum of Death. Oh, and the seventh mem- 
ber of the band, sound guy Charles Glanders, 
has been a prolific recording engineer around 
town. While all members are in their mid-20s 
and “Light Upon the Lake” is the group’s debut 
(due out Friday), they’re not wide-eyed rookies. 

Whitney formed in 2014 following the de- 
mise of Smith Westerns. “By the end of that 
band, I don’t think any of us were having a 
good time, which is a shame,” Kakacek says. 
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Whitney’s debut ‘Light Upon The Lake' is pretty much perfect 


It’s tough to imagine 
a debut as confident, 
masterful and full of 
replay value as Whit- 
ney’s “Light Upon 
The Lake,” which, 
as far as Chicago 
albums go, is as close 
to a lock for best of 
the year as you can 
get this early in 2016. 
With this 10 -track 
effort, the self- 
described “country 
soul” seven-piece 

jumps off ’70s rock ’n’ roll and Americana and 
adds a refreshingly modern but also timeless 
take on those well-worn touchstones. 
Granted, to call this just a debut doesn’t

capture the bigger picture. While all 
members are somewhere between 22 and 26 
years old, each knows what it means to be 
in a band. Most notably lead guitarist and 
co-songwriter Max Kakacek and 
singer-drummer Julien Ehrlich 
(Unknown Mortal Orchestra) 
were members of the now-defunct 
Chicago garage-pop band Smith 
Westerns before it infamously 
fizzled out in 2014. From those 
two to trumpeter Will Miller 
(The O’My’s), Malcolm Brown 
(Touching Voids), rhythm guitarist 
Print Chouteau (Bass Drum of 
Death) and beyond, all come from 
disparate musical backgrounds, but together 
they’re one of the most cohesive young units 
in rock music, especially live. There’s their 


admitted influences of Jim Ford and Bob 
Dylan’s “Nashville Skyline,” but there’s also 
a little bit of former tourmate Kevin Morby 
and even Shania Twain (no, seriously). 

At its heart, “Light Upon the 
Lake” is a road record, a personal 
journey through heartbreak and fig- 
uring things out. “I left drinking on 
the city train/To spend some time 
on the road,” Ehrlich’s soft falsetto 
coos, opening up first track “No 
Woman” before singing, “I’ve been 
going through a change/I might 
never be sure.” The way the song 
gradually builds, with Kakacek’s 
leads, Miller’s brilliant horn blasts 
and the strings all weaving together, pairs up as 
a perfect opener to what follows. From there, 
he looks back on a failed relationship, pining

for what was lost on “Golden Days” and on the 
title track, during which he wonders, “Will life 
get ahead of me?” However, the most affecting 
lyric comes on “Follow” a eulogy for his grand- 
father on which he sings, “When it’s coming to 
an end/At least the rain won’t come again.” 

Coming in at 31 minutes, “Light Upon the 
Lake” packs in a remarkable amount for such 
a lean runtime. From the extended jam closing 
out “Dave’s Song,” the summer anthem- 
infectiousness of “No Matter Where We Go” 
and the subtle balladry of the title track, to 
the Muscle Shoals-inspired guitar solo on “On 
My Own” and the string arrangements from 
Marrow’s Macie Stewart throughout, or any 
of the other dozen highlight moments on this 
record, it’s the most fully realized half-hour of 
music released so far this year. It’s the kind of 
album you can’t listen to just once. 




Around then, he lived with Ehrlich at a Logan 
Square apartment as they began to write solo 
songs and regain their bearings following the 
breakups of the band and their respective rela- 
tionships. “I would show him something I was 
writing, and he would give advice. It started 
our collaboration in a really low-pressure way” 
he explains. “Ever since I’ve been writing, I’ve 
always collaborated with someone,” Kakacek 
continues, referencing his old partnership with 
ex- Smith Westerns frontman Cullen Omori. 
“I think there are checks and balances to writ- 
ing that are completely dependent on other 
people making sure you don’t get too indulgent 
with what you’re obsessed with at the time.” 

The first song he and Ehrlich wrote togeth- 
er, “Dave’s Song,” was inspired by their down- 
stairs neighbor, who, as Ehrlich describes him, 
“was a really really big guy with a crazy tattoo 
on his chest and a mind for getting wasted.” 
Around that time, when Kakacek stored 
away an arrangement for what would become 
album cut “Polly,” Ehrlich uncovered it: “I 
was home alone and found it on the computer 
and then wrote the opening line,” Ehrlich re- 
members. Though that track took a while to 
become fully formed, their collaboration be- 
came increasingly exciting. Ehrlich explains, 
“ ‘On My Own’ was the second song that we 
did, and that one got me freaking out. We 
walked from Logan Square past Wicker Park 
just listening to it off our cellphone speakers. 
It was crazy We were obsessing over it.” 

With the disappointment of Smith West- 
erns’ demise in their rear view, the two contin- 
ued to collaborate. “The difference between 
Smith Westerns and Whitney in a large part is 
synthesis versus subtraction,” Kakacek recalls 
of the songwriting process. “Where Smith 
Westerns was ‘pile stuff on until it sounds full,’ 


where Whitney was ‘pile everything on you 
can think of then take away everything un- 
necessary’ We were always subtracting parts, 
taking things out and making everything more 
simple and essential.” That ethos was especial- 
ly evident when the duo added on its full roster. 

Whitney debuted in Chicago, playing their 
first official show at the Empty Bottle as sup- 
port for local artist Jimmy Whispers in April 
2015. From there, with every subsequent gig, 
the full band felt out the songs Ehrlich and Ka- 
kacek had begun. “Playing those shows shaped 
the record. Before we started playing live, I’d 
done the piano parts of stuff and like all bass 
and guitar,” Kakachek says. “Playing shows def- 
initely let the people that were going to record 
the parts eventually put their own style on it.” 

As the band recorded most of what would 


become “Light Upon the Lake” with producer 
Jonathan Rado the following fall, the songs 
fully came to life. The album’s tracks have the 
pristine and timeless quality of a ’70s AM- 
radio single, as if Neil Young updated “On the 
Beach” or if The Band’s Big Pink was actually 
Chicago DIY venue Flood House. Compared 
with the lo-fi demos that Kakacek and Ehrlich 
shared with friends and fans in the band’s early 
days, the songs are sped-up, more jam-oriented 
and brighter. Just take “Golden Days,” which 
originally felt like a drunken lullaby and now 
is a shimmery Americana-imbued stunner, or 
“No Matter Where We Go,” which went from 
hazy psychedelia to a summertime jam. All in 
all, it’s not just one of the best albums of the 
year, but there’s also a convincing case to be 
made that it’s the best album of the year.

Though Whitney is basically booked 
for the rest of the summer, with little to no 
breaks in their hectic schedule, they’re still 
focused. “Since we’re touring with Unknown 
Mortal Orchestra, it’s just made me want to 
work as hard as I possibly can,” Ehrlich says. 
“They are only where they are because they’ve 
toured like absolute maniacs.” 

With shows dotting almost every day on 
the calendar, it’s going to get taxing, but at 
the same time, with “Light Upon The Lake” 
finally getting released, their hard work looks 
to be paying off with each new, deserved fan. 
Hype and adulation aside, Kakacek is just 
grateful he’s “actually getting to enjoy being 
back on the road and making music again.” 
I’m sure the rest of the band feels the same.
